Senate Votes 
To Build War 
Strength, 79-5 
Predict Measure 
Will Be Ready for 
Action by Easter 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The senate approved yester- 
day a permanent program for 
building up the nation's fight- 
ing strength through univer- 
sal military training and the 
draft of 18-year-olds. 
The 


vote was 79 to five. 


A similar measure is pend- 


ing in the house armed serv- 
ices committee. 


Members said today they 


hope to begin voting early 
next week on proposed 
amendments. Some house 
leaders predicted the measure 
would be ready for final house 
action before the Easter va- 
cation. 


The top-heavy senate ap- 


proval came after weeks of 
hearings and arguments. Only 
five Republican senators op- 
posed passage: Dirksen of Illi- 
nois, Jenner of Indiana, Lan- 
ger of North Dakota, Schoep- 
pel of Kansas and Welker of 
Idaho. 


Support of the measure ac- 


tually was stronger than the 
vote indicated. Four Demo- 
crats and five Republicans, 
unable to remain for the final 
balloting, were announced as 
favoring passage. 


Senator Lyndon Johnson (D- 


Tex), who managed the Universal 
Military 
Training and Service 


(UMTS) bill through lengthy hear- 
ings and then a week of stormy 
debate, had prepared an appeal for 
unity on the final test. But tired 
senators, after eight hours of de- 
bate and many roll-calls, shouted 
"vote, vote, vote." 


Johnson received permission to 


put his speech in the record with- 
out delivering it One paragraph 
said: 


"Thousands 
of white crosses 


from two world wars and the one 
in Korea are the most persuasive 
arguments I know for adopting 
this program—for adopting this 
program which will tell aggressors 
that we are ready." 


Earlier Johnson and other sup- 


porters of the program had crush- 
ed all attempts at major revisions. 


Would Not Apply 


Some of the hardest fought pro- 


visions of the measure are not ex- 
pected to apply immediately 
should they be enacted into law 
through house approval and sign- 
ing by the president. 


Lowering the present minmurn 


draft induction age from 19 to 18 
years is not expected to touch 
many 18 year olds for a year or 
more. The senate bill requires that 
men in the present 19 through 25 
draft pool must be taken first by 
all local boards. 


Then when 18 year olds were 


called, those nearest 19 would go 
first, with the priority moving 
downward by three-month jumps.

Ashton Speaker Lists Reasons 
For China-U. S. War Tension 


ASHTON—Dr. Frank Pulton, Rockford, instructor at the Yale 


college extension in China, last night blamed resentment against U. S. 
foreign policy, fear of harm to Manchurlan industrial developments 
and actual invasion by American troops as the probable reason for 
Chinese intervention in the Korean war. 


Dr. Fulton"" spoke hereTiE the 


annual Civic club appreciation ban- 
quet for high school athletes. He 
taught in two Chinese high schools 
and the college during his various 
stays in Asi.a He taught applied 
Christianity at the university from 
1947 to 1950. 


While pointing out that the Ko- 


rean intervention was a "sheer 
:ragedy" in his opinion, he added 
:hat most Chinese cannot compre- 
lend why the U. S. refuses to ac- 
mowledge the Peiping govern- 
ment, continues to aid Chiang Kai 
Shek and thus perpetuating the 
civil war, and has blocked Chinese 
membership in the UN. 


Not Permanent 


Dr. Fulton said he is not sure 


lie Red regime in China wilNbe 
lermanent. He stated any .gov- 
ernment must relieve the poverty 
of large masses of Chinese and 
make both social and political ad- 
vancements if it is to stay in 
power. He said the Nationalists 
ailed to do this and Chiang's gov- 
ernment really collapsed instead of 
>eing defeated. 


He said the Chinese want politi- 


:al liberty but also desire to con- 
inue existence with the latter mo- 
ive ruling when the chips are 
down. 
Dr. Fulton believes the 


Chinese want independence more 
han anything else and will stub- 
lornly resist Russian domination.

Claims Sister Persuaded Him 
To Give A-Bomb Info to Reds 


NEW YORK—-(AP)—A former army sergeant told a federal 


court yesterday that his own sister and her husband talked him into 
giving them American atomic secrets for transmission to Russia, 


The veteran, David Greenglass, a confessed spy, was the second 


government witness in the espionage trial of his sister, Ethel Rosen- 
berg, 34, her husband, Julius, also 34, and Martin Sobell, 33. 


Accused of conspiring to give 


atom secrets to Russia, the three 
face possible death sentences if 
convicted by the trial jury. 


Implicates Wife 


Greenglass' story also implicated 


his own wife, Ruth, as the go-be- 
tween in his betrayal. They both 
are named as co-conspirators but 
Mrs. Greenglass is not a defendant 
in the case. Greenglass has plead- 
ed guilty and awaits sentencing. 


Under questioning by U. S. 


Assistant Attorney Roy M. Cohn, 
Greenglass told of a furlough in 
New York City around Jan. 1, 
1945. He said that Rosenberg came 
to him and asked him to write 
down all he knew about the atomic 
bomb. 


Green*law said wveral months 


before this meeting his wife came 
to visit him at the Los Alamos 
atomic project, where he was a 
foreman in a machine shop. 


Did Not Know 


He said that she was the first 


person who ever told him that he 
was working on the atomic bomb. 
Until then, he said, he did not 
know what use was being made of 
the parts his shop turned out. 


The information which he said 


he gave his wife for the Rosen- 
bergs, included an estimate of the 
number of employes at Los Ala- 
mos, the layout of the plant, and 
the names of some of the scientists 
working there.

They search- 
ed every yard of ground. 


When the Reds showed fight, 


the allied units called for artillery 
barrages. When they threw their 
own firepower into the Chinese po- 
sitions and finally climbed the hills 
to capture or kill any who stood 
their ground. 


900 Prisoners 


"The more than 300 prisoners 


we collected already would make 
up one of their battalions," an of- 
ficer said. 


Farther west, U. S. First Caval- 


ry division troops pushed along 
razorback ridges east and south- 
west of Yongdong. They were 
fighting up the road to the Red 
supply center of Hongchon. 


Their commander, Maj. Gen. 


Charles D. Palmer, said the caval- 
rymen have forced the Reds to 
abandon their best positions. 


"We are picking up a consider- 


able amount of equipment and it 
looks as thought we are killing 
plenty of them," he said.

WASHINGTON — (AP)—- 


Eric Johnston's 
effort to 


make a compromise peace in 
the wage control controversy 
ran into reportedly adamant 
opposition today from organ- 
ized labor. 


The economic stabilization 


administrator, in week-long 
conferences behind closed 
doors, was understood to be 
pressing labor and industry 
to accept a remodeled wage 
stabilization board that limit- 
ed power to settle labor dis- 
putes. 


Some industry figures were 


said to lean to such a solution 
provided the board handled 
disputes arising only from 
wages and other "economic 
issues." But reporters got this 
unofficial word from both 
AFL and CIO sources: "That 
isn't good enough." 


Union leaders, it was 
learned, are insisting that the 
board have jurisdiction in any 
dispute which threatens de- 
fense production, even those 
involving such "non-econom- 
ic" issues as seniority, griev- 
ances and union security. 


The board, originally set up with 


three members each from indus- 
try, labor and the public, remained 
crippled^by_labor's refusaljto let 
union representatives 'serve. And 
industry spokesmen have indicated 
they will refuse- to serve if the 
board is given unlimited Jurisdic- 
tion to settle disputes. 


Officials Discouraged 


Officials 
were 
discouraged, 


meantime, by a new wholesale 
price index whlcn hit a new all- 
time high. Wholesale prices rose 
three-tenths of one per cent in the 
week ended March 6, to a level 20.2 
per cent over a year ago and IT 
per cent above last June. 


This dimmed hopes that the 


price advance was broken. In the 
two previous weeks the index 
paused and dipped slightly. In the 
new report by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics the wholesale index 
stood at 
183.5—meaning that 


prices were 83.5 per cent above the 
base year, 1926.

If 
the door binds in damp weather 
and fits properly in dry season, 
don't plane the edges. It is risky 
to plane a door down at anytime. 
Better wait for the door to dry out 
again.

A sprung or warped door is a 


sign of exposure to dampness

- A sure test for loose hinge* 
Is to open the door and lift It 
by the knobs.

If 
the threads are badly worn in 
the sere wholes in the jamb, fill 
the holes with wooden plugs, 
plastic wood, or steel wool to 
reset the screws. 
Carboard shims placed under the 


hinge leaves often will help to 
even up the crack around a door. 
On the other hand, if the margin 
on the hinge side is widest and 
the door binds at the lock jamb 
a careful deepening of the hinge 
mortise is called for.

At the end of the mort- 
gage term, the borrower, who is 
called the mortgagor, owns his 
home free of debt. 


Three Mortgage Types 


Mortgages are of three types, 


conventional, FHA-insured and VA 
guaranteed. Under a conventional 
mortgage, the borrower deals en- 
tirely with the lender. Under the 
FHA plan, the Federal Housing 
agency pledges the lender that he 
will be paid. For this insurance, 
the borrower pays approximately 
one-half of one per cent in addition 
to the interest, which cannot be 
more than four and one-half per 
cent.

This insurance pre- 
mium is paid by the borrower to 
the lender, who turns it over to

The WSB and its fairly small 


staff—Cyrus Ching is chairman of 
the wage board—do business on a 
small part of the second and third 
floors. The individual offices look 
like cubicles in a charity hospital. 


Is Mushrooming 


The OPS—Michael V. DiSalle is 


price boss—and its larger staff— 
it has 1,148 people here—take up 
the rest of Tempo E's three floors. 


(You 
can get an idea of how 


OPS is mushrooming when you re- 
member the OPS had a total of 
only 231 people on Jan. 19 and 
now, besides the 1,148 in Tempo E, 
has 1,726 in.district and regional 
offices around the country. And 
it's still growing.) 


Add to all this the fact that all 


the other defense «agencies—in-

She said her 
firm has contracts with the air 
force and the navy and had been 
jngaged in some special research 
tor the navy. She estimated dam- 
age at "several hundred thousand 
dollars." 


The company makes a heat re 


sistant alloy used in manufacture 
of tools used in aircraft and auto- 
motive industries. 


Cause of the blaze was undeter- 


mined, but firemen said it was 
accompanied 
by 
an 
explosion 


which shot flames throughout the 
brick structure. The building, at 
1700 West Washington, on the 
northwest edge 
of 
Champaign, 


was 200 feet by 100 feet and 50 
feet high. 


All of the plant's machinery 


was destroyed. 


The structure was unoccupied 


at the time. 
There was no in- 


juries reported.

Illinois firemen wetted down two 
adjoining buildings, saving them 
from the fierce flames. 


Also spared were a 
fuel oil

99th Tear In Business In Dixon, ID.

AP Foreign Affair* Analyst 
Retirement of Britain's famous 


foreign secretary, Ernest Bevin, 
because of ill health, naturally 
raises the query whether this will 
seriously weaken England's first 
outright Socialist government. 


That's an Important question, 


because Prime Minister Attlee has 
been maintaining his regime by a 
thin margin of votes in the House 
of Commons. The powerful Con- 
servative party, headed by war- 
time premier Winston Churchill, 
has been gunning 
for 
Attlee's 


scalp persistently because of this 
weakness. 


Being Retained 


Certainly 
during 
the trying 


postwar years the bluff, rough 
and tough Bevin has been not on- 
ly a pillar of the home cabinet, 
but has played a vital role in the 
great 
international 
conferences 


which have dealt with world prob- 
lems. Were he to disappear al- 
together from the political pic- 
ture now, it would be a hard blow 
to the Socialist government. 


However, Bevin 
is being 
re- 


tained as an "elder statesman" in 
an advisory capacity. That per- 
mits 
a cabinet 
reorganization 


which, is calculated to strengthen, 
rather than weaken, the Socialist 
government. 


Commanded Home Front 


The former foreign minister has 


been appointed lord privy seal— 
a cabinet minister without port- 
folio. Thus not only will his guid- 
ance in foreign affairs be avail- 
able, but also his vast authority 
with the great labor unions. It 
shouldn't 
be overlooked 
that 


Bevin was commander 
of 
the 


home front under Churchill in 
the last war. 


Herbert Morrison, the deputy 


prime minister, who succeeds as 
foreign secretary, not only is one 
of the shrewdest politicians in 
Britain, but he has had much ex- 
perience 
in 
foreign 
relations. 


American and other Western dip- 
lomats in Washington express the 
belief that Morrison's appointment 
as foreign minister will mean con- 
tinued close cooperation between 
American and Britain, especially 
in dealing with Russia. 


Striking Difference 


Certainly the diplomats will dis- 


cover a striking difference in the 
characteristics of these two Brit- 
ish statesmen. Bevin is a two- 
fisted, blunt individual whose ca- 
pabilities as a speaker are of the 
spell-binder type. Morrison is 
polished orator. 


Morrison's place as leader ol 


labor hi the house of commons 


s being taken by James Chuter 
Cde, who now is home secretary— 


, highly important post. Ede is 
;enerally held to be one of labor's 
best men and well qualified to 
assume Commons leadership. 


Ernest Bevin, "Napoleon of the 


rades unions," who started life 
as a sixpence per week

hand, celebrated his 70th birthday 
yesterday. 
One of his crowning 


achievements was his mobiliza- 


n of Britain's manpower as min- 


ster of labor and national service 
in Churchill's wartime coalition 
government. He remains a power- 
ul figure and one beloved even 
by his critics.

As near as it can be determined today, The Evening 


Telegraph's Centennial special will approximate 270 pages 
Olt may be larger. 


What has been going on behind the scenes of this Cen- 


tennial edition? What will'it contain? What is its theme? 
And what is making it "tick ?" 


This is the first of several articles designed to acquaint 


readers with what to expect when the centennial date arrives. 
This will give readers the general pattern of what is shaping 
up to be a history-making endeavor in the newspaper pub- 
lishing business. 


Began Last Summer 


First of all, plans for the cen 


jfcennial began in the summer o: 


1950 when the general outlines 
were discussed by the publishers 
the general management and de- 
partment heads. 


It was determined then that the 


edition would be "keyed" to tel 
the story of Lee county and the 
Bock River valley. It would be the 
story of the individuala who made 
history in this region. It would be 
the story of many, many individu- 
*.als and many, many events, glean- 
ed partly from the files of The 
Evening Telegraph and from inter- 
views with hundreds of local resi- 
dents. 


Their Story 


These .history-making episodes 


were told by many writers with 
many viewpoints. But it was their 
story, the history of their times. 


These are set forth chronologi- 


cally. It is unique in this respect,

From the files was taken 
the "key" story (not necessarily 
the one of the most "news" im- 
portance) and to it was attached 
special flignificane.

It's Time to Ring Down the 


Curtain on the RFC 


It seemed fair to hold off conclusive judgment about the 


RFC until the senate's inquiry was well advanced. That stage 
-has now been reached. And the findings point to just one 
sensible course: The abolition of the RFC. 


As everyone knows, Herbert Hoover created the RFC as 


a depression emergency device to help keep tottering big busi- 
ness going in the dark days. It was never contemplated that 
the agency should go permanently into the banking business 
in competition with our private banking system. 


But that is in fact exactly what happened. More than 


that, the RFC became a sort of court of last resort to which 
business firms appealed after all regular banks had turned 
a deaf ear. Many such concerns were granted loans, in de- 


fiance of what private bankers considered sound lending 
practice.

No doubt this greater liberality often had beneficial re- 


sults, but that cannot be allowed to obscure the essential 
that the RFC was serving as a vast commercial bank. On 
several occasions, indeed, the RFC's well-known liberality 
enabled private banks to transfer to that agency outstanding 
loans the banks rated as poor risks. 


The private banking system is perfectly qualified, excent 


perhaps in extreme emergencies, to meet all the credit needs 
of the expanding U. S. economy. There is no point in hav- 
ing the government competing in this field.

The Doctor Answers 


Bad Nails May Reflect 
State of General Health 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


The finger nails and toe nails 


are taken pretty much for grant- 
ed, but anyone who has tempor- 
arily lost a nail realizes how im- 
portant these structures are. A 
finger seems practically useless 
without a nail. It is not surpr^ing 
therefore that something wrong 
with one or more nails causes a 
good deal of concern—and people 
don't like bad looking nails, 
either. 


An enormous number of things 


can go wrong with the nails, not 
only because they can be affected 
by their own diseases but also 
they frequently reflect the state 
of the general health. 


Mrs. M. C. writes, for example, 


about her grown son whose finger 
nails have a bluish color. But she 
gives a clue to the difficulty by 
adding that the young man's lips 
and skin turn bluish when he gets 
cold. One would suspect, there- 
fore, that it isn't the nails which 
are really involved but the blood 
in the tiny vessels lying under- 
neath them . The cause would 
perhaps have to be sought in the 
circulation of blood. 


On the other hand, Mrs. F. asks 


why her finger nails are so thin, 
ridged, and break so easily. To 
this there are two possible an- 
swers: she may have a disease of 
the nails themselves, or her gen- 
eral health may be such that the 
nails are not properly nourished 
at the roots and therefore do not 


grow out as well and as strong 
as they should. 


Any serious disease, and indeed 


even an operation, may and usual- 
ly does affect the growth of the 
nails. Most of us have had this 
experience and can remember a 
tune when ridges grew out on 
the nails and did not disappear for 
several weeks when new healthy 
nails had a chance to replace the 
old ones. 


Trace the Source 


Poor nutrition, 
especially the 


lack of vitamins or certain miner- 
als, may also be reflected in les- 
sened strength or poor color of 
the nails and any chronic or wast- 
ing disease of the body can do 
the same. 


Besides all this the nails can 


be damaged by a number of skin 
diseases such as psoriasis or ring- 
worm. The result of all this is 
that a disorder of the nails is no 
simple affair for which one can 
recommend some local 
applica- 


tion or some pill or food to be 
added to the diet In each case 
there is first the problem of iden- 
tifying the source of the difficul- 
ty and then starting the proper 
treatment.

their daughter, not by saying 
"No" to all dating, but by seeing 
to it that she dates only boys 
they approve of, by going only to 
places they know about, limiting 
her dates to, say one a week and 
insisting that she be in at a cer- 
tain hour. 


Parents can't just turn a 15- 


year-old loose, letting her do 
whatever she insist all the other 
kids are permitted to do do. But 
they can, within the framework 
of their own rules let her take 
the first boy-girl steps when the 
boys and girls her own age are 
taking them.

Soviet Russia became the master

Russia captured the initiative and 


;^ has been waging a war of nerves, recently 
u merged into the Korean hot war, ever since Pots-

dam. Eisenhower was partly to blame for that 


tragedy in our history. 


It is silly to pretend to believe that Eisenhower is not a candi- 


date for a nomination by one of the major parties. But we don't 
know whether he is a Republican or a Democrat. In 1948, Jimmy 
Roosevelt tried to nominate him over Truman. 
Now Tom Dew««y 


wants the Republicans to nominate him. But Dewey himself seenL. 
not quite sure whether he is a Republican or has turned Democratic. 


In his memoirs, Eisenhower wrote that he "could never pos- 


sibly agree with some of Roosevelt's political acts,"' 


That is a teaser. What kind of political acts did he disagree 


with? 
Domestic or international? 


At home, Roosevelt committed "political acts" which made a 


radical change in the relation of the citizen to the government. 
The citizen lost his supremacy and became a subject of a govern- 
ment which grew more and more commanding and arrogant. The 
citizen was forced to join unions and to submit to an unofficial but 
terribly real autocracy. In plain fact, by joining a union and sub- 
mitting to degradation and financial extortion, he could wangle 1*. 
way out of the draft, and thus might, in the end, save his life by the 
sacrifice of his political rights. It was never declared that unions 
were to have this power over millions of our people. That power 
was usurped and the unions became an unofficial auxiliary of Roose- 
velt's ruling party. Roosevelt and the satraps of the rackets held 
vulgar wassail when they came to Washington.

know unequivocally whether Eis- 
enhower disagreed with the whole 
series of "political acts" which 
wroght this subjugation of the 
people who formerly were sov- 
ereign.

'Freeze' Advantage Relative 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


We have already 
noted that 


when the pack is frozen in the 
early stages of a hand it is advan- 
tageous to hold many cards and 
disadvantageous to hold only a 
ew cards. However, there are de- 
frees of advantage, and this must 
sometimes be considered carefully. 


For example suppose you hold 11 


cards while an opponent holds 
inly eight cards. You have an ad- 
vantage, but it is not a big one. A 
'layer with eight cards can hold 
as many as four pairs and there- 
ore has a fair chance to get the 
pack. He also has a reasonably 
•cod chance to pick a safe discard 
Old isn't much worse off in this 
respect than the player with 11 
:ards. 


Now suppose that your partner 


holds only three cards. His disad- 
vantage is a very great one. Your 
advantage of 11 cards to eight 
iver one opponent isn't as great as 
Ills disadvantage of three cards to 
ight or three cards to 11 com- 
lared to his two opponents. 


The question of position may 


also be important. For example, 
uppose you have your full hand 
if 11 cards and that one opponent 
ikewise has 11 cards. Your part- 
ner has only five cards, and one 
ipponent likewise has only five 
:ards. Who has the advantage.

You have the advantage if your 
artner is discarding to the other 
hort hand.

The situation is reversed, of 


course, if you are discarding to 
the hand with five cards. You will 
have no trouble playing safe, of 
course, but your partner will prob- 
ably give the pack away before 
long.

TOKYO— (AP) —A spectacular 


explosion of two colliding Russian- 
made jet planes stole the Korean 
war spotlight today as ground ac- 
tion slowed behind retreating Com- 
munists.

couldn't cut it fine enough, collid- 
ed and exploded.

on," said Lt. Arthur Walton of 
Bethesda, Md., one of the pilots 
in a flight of four F-80s attacked 
by 16 speedy Red planes. 


The four F-80s reported they

That brought 
the bag of damaged MIGS to seven 
for the biggest two daya of jet 
fighting over northwest Korea in 
this war. 


A total of 61 MIGS in flights of 


10 to 20 each engaged U. S. F-80s 
and F-86s in four dogfights Sun- 
day and today. 


Resistance Collapses 


On the ground, Red resistance 


collapsed on the east central front 
and faded sharply before a three- 
pronged allied spearhead along the 
west-central sector of the allies' 
advancing 70-mile line. 


United Nations tank columns 


rolled to within five miles of Hong- 
chon on the west-central front. 
Hoongchon is a great Communist 
troop staging area and once was 
reported to be Chinese general 
headquarters, 


UN forces met little resistance 


as they probed within sight of the 
big Red supply center. Only the 
day before, Reds before Hongchon 
fought stiff rear-guard action, in- 
dicating they would make a last- 
ditch stand. 


British, Canadian and Austra- 


lian troops were within five miles 
of Hongchon on the south. They 
were 22 miles south of the 38th 
parallel. 


Deflate Balloons 


Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Rtdgway, 


U. S. Eighth Army commander, 
told war correspondents that UN 
"forces tare let * lot of air out of 
the inflated balloon of the Chinese 
military establishments." 


In six days the grinding allied 


offensive has killed or wounded 
about 38,000 Communist troops. 


Ridgway said the ratio of Com- 


munist casualties to UN losses 
was "well over 60 to 1." 


The commander said "it would 


be a tremendous victory for the 
United Nations" if the Korean war 
ended at the 38th parallel. The 
parallel was the pre-war dividing 
line between Red North and Re- 
publican South Korea.

Oddly, in view of 
the constancy of the guard now, 
in the early days there was no 
guard at all. It then was put on a 
part-time basis and, since July 1, 
1937, it has been an around-the- 
clock schedule. 


Guards on duty aren't permitted 


to talk to tourists, except to 
answer the question asked most 
often: "May I take pictures?" The 
answer: "Yes."

get nervous in the big, silent ceme- 
tery at night. 


Animal Pals 


"Why shouldn't they?" cut in 


Cpl. Edward Barwick of Brooklyn. 
"The place is full of animals. They 
come out at night as soon as the 
people are shooed out. They ait 
there and watch the guards. 


Barwick said Arlington has lots 


of rabbits and squirrels. Guards 
even have spotted foxes. 


Morelli said the boys take their 


job seriously, and are pleased to be 


a part of one of the most impres- 
sive sights in Washington. 


Pfc. Donald Robert Wagner of 


Brooklyn summed it up simply:

current book for 
popular con- 


sumption, "The Gland and Sex 
Dilemma." Many prominent Hol- 
lywood names are among hia pa- 
tients and he has had a chance to 
observe the effects of diets. 


Affect Nation 


"Hollywood people are overly 


diet-conscious," 
he 
observed. 


'And because they are so well 
publicized, they have affected the 
eating habits of the rest of the 
nation. The result is, as the sur- 
geon general of the United States 
has said, we have more poorly 
nourished people here in this land 
ot plenty than in 
impoverished 


countries. 


"Hollywood has gone overboard 


for 
nine-day diets, 
seven-day 


diets, banana diets and now yo- 
gurt diets. People don't realize 
that a.diet should be like a pre- 
scription. It should be made up 
to fit the individual and should 
be used under a doctor's supervi- 
sion. 


Regain in Weight 


"These highly-publicized 
diets 


do not attack the basic problem 
in cases 
of 
overweight. 
The 


weight is regained soon afterward. 


"Many of the stars who diet 


suffer from secondary anemia. 
This can result in serious ailments 
and can shorten their lives. It can 
also cause glandular 
imbalance 


and disorders in sex life—not ab- 
normal disorders, but deficiencies 
which can make it difficult to 
have children." 


Dr. Rubenstein remarked that 


even the stars who do not diet 
are often poorly nourished. 


"They live on a diet of fat, rich 


foods," he said. "Why, you can 
eat in these fancy Hollywood res- 
taurants for a year and not con- 
sume enough good food to last 
you a week. The food is cooked 
to hell and there is no value left 
in the vegetables."
